Blaze Claims 
5 Teen-Agers 


WORCESTER, Mass. (AP) — 
Five teen-agers died Sunday 
night and eight others were 
missing in a fire that swept a 
crudely built cabin in an isolat­ 
ed area of the Indian Hill sec­ 
tion, police said.

Trygve Lie 
Dies At 72

Trygve H. Lie, first secretary- j 
general of the United Nations, j 
died today in his Norwegian 
homeland. He was 72. 
Word of the death came from 
friends of the family. U. Thant, 
the present U.N. secretary-gen­ 
eral, was informed in New 
York. 
The friends said lie collapsed 
in a chair in the dining room of 
a hunting lodge at Geilo, a ski 
resort in central Norway. 
Lie’s health had been failing 
for some time. 
A former foreign minister of 


I Norway, Lie was secretary-gen­ 
eral from 1946 to 1954, when he 
retired and returned to Norway. 
Friends said he hoped to be- 
i come prime minister some day, 
but the chance never came. 
He was succeeded by Swe­ 
den’s Dag Hammarskjold, who 
I was killed in a plane crash in 
Africa in 1961 while on a U.N. 
| mission. U Thant of Burma, the 
present secretary-general, was 
elected after Hammarskjold’s 
death. 
As the first U.N. secretary- 
general, Lie guided the organi­ 
zation in its first critical years 
when it was racked by Russian 
vetoes, the cold war and the Ko­ 
rean conflict. 
His five-year term was ex­ 
tended for three years. In a 
farewell broadcast in 1953, Lie 
said: 
“International politics are the 
art of the possible and practical. 
You have to make compromises 
that in the long run will serve 
the principles for which you 
stand.” 
“The first dutv of the United 
Nations,” he said, “is to main­ 
tain peace and create a new 
world in which all people could 
live.”

At Critical 


Low Level 


Bv THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The nation’s blood banks are 
at an unusually low level even 
for the normally low holiday 
season, and some officials are 
suggesting 
postponement 
of 
elective surgery in the nation’s 
hospitals, a survey disclosed 


In a report prepared tor the 
135th meeting of the American 
Association for tile Advance­ 
ment of Science—amplified at a 
news conference—Dr. Olin said 
the universal trend toward ur­ 
banization has special implica­ 
tions for curbing birth rates in 
developing countries. 
This is so, she Indicated, be­ 
cause the change to urban living 
for people in developing nations 
represents a sharper switch in 
the way of life than for people in 
the Western countries. 
But even in Western coun­ 
tries, she added, “parents of the 
future” will-mostly be urbanites 
—and there is already evidence 
that “ second generation urban­ 
ites have lower fertility” than 
their parents, presumably be­ 
cause that's the way they want 
it. 
She spoke at a special sympo­ 
sium on “population density and 
crowding.” Without challenging 
her view’* on possibly beneficial 
effects of crowded living, var­ 
ious other scientists on the pan­ 
el said use of animals under en­

1966. 
Production took a drastic nose 
dive after the July contract set­ 
tlem ent with the United Steel­ 
workers. The drop in orders was 
caused by customers who stock­ 


piled inventories to see them 
through

strike. 
Septem ber i 
steel shipments fell to their low­ 
est monthly total in six years. 
But the strike never cam e and 
the industry started recovering 
in November, averaging some 
two million tons a week. And 
forecasters expect at least a 
healthy first quarter in 1969. 
Producers 
may 
have 
been 
crying the blues over strike- j 
hedge buying, but they really j 
had some reason to smile. 
The industry churned out 111; 
million tons during the first IO 
months of the year. That was 
about seven million tons over 
the sam e period in 1967—a year 
m arked by production-curtailing 


snowstorms and a two-month­ 
long steel haulers’ strike. 
Third-quarter 
profits of aU 
most $715 million and revenues 
of close to $15 
billion were 
slightly higher than the first 
nine months of 1967.

THE GOSPEL according to 
St. Mark is the shortest of the 
synoptic Gospels, having only 16 
chapters. It is thought to have 
been the first of the Gospels to 
be written (about 70 A.D.) and 
is attributed to John, a Jewish 
Christian who, like many .of his 
contemporaries, 
had 
a Latin 
surname, Marcus, or Mark. 
Mark accompanied Barnabas 
and Paul on several missionary 
Journeys and was also associat­ 
ed 
with 
Peter, 
probably 
in 
Rome. That Mark was much in­ 
fluenced by Peter is evidenced 
by his Gospel, which records 
virtually nothing but that of 
which Peter could have been an 
eyewitness, and the limits of 
his narrative correspond closely 
with those indicated by Peter in 
Acts 10:37-43. 
Before we begin our study of 
this opening portion of Mark’s 
Gospel, a chronological note is 
in order. Our verses begin with 
the testimony of John the Bap­ 
tist, which was given in the 
Bummer of 26 A.D. The Baptism 
and Temptation of Jesus oc- 


The prophecies that introduce 
Mark's Gospel speak of the spe­ 
cific ministry of the Forerunner. 
His was not only a ministry 
concerned with the forgiveness 
of sins, but to make ready the 
way of the Lord by testifying 
to the greater One who was to 
follow him. 
He declares that Christ is not 
only infinitely superior to him­ 
self, but that Christ will baptize 
"in the Holy Spirit,” whereas 
he is able to baptize only in 
water. John does not mean that 
those he baptizes have not been 
spiritually renewed, but that the 
Messiah will bring the spiritual 
baptism which the water bap­ 
tism symbolizes. 
Though He Himself was total­ 
ly without sin, Jesus identified 
Himself with mankind. Just as 
he offered Himself as the sacri­ 
fice for man’s sins upon the 
cross, He underwent a baptism 
of repentance at the river Jor­ 
dan for the sins of those He had 
come to redeem. 
As He came up out of the 
water, the heavens parted and 
the Holy Spirit, in the form of

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
most dramatic moments of tele­ 
vision in 1968 came not in its 
show business function but in its 
news coverage. 
Television cameras permitted 
a nation to share in tile tragedy 
of two assassinations; to react 
to disturbances on city streets; 
to see war and fighting men in 
close-up, and to glory in an ad­ 
venture that took men around 
the moon. 
It was a year in which most 
Americans 
attended, 
through 
television, the funeral services 
of Dr. Martin Luther King J r . , 
We shared the vigil outside the 
hospital where Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy lay dying. We saw the 
President of the United States 
as he told us he would not seek 
re-election. And television took 
us through every step of the 
complicated and sometimes tur­ 
bulent process that led to the 
election of his successor. 
The nation and the world are 
still marveling at the way tele­ 
vision permitted us to follow the 
astronauts 
a 
quarter-million 
miles into space and back. 
Television 
also 
presented 
thoughtful and thought-provok­ 
ing documentaries on the prob­ 
lems of the Negro and the trou­ 
bles of the cities. A report on 
hunger in America was a shock­ 
er. Day in and day out we saw 
the agony of Vietnam. 
And 
there was baseball, hockey, bas­ 
ketball, golf and football and 
more football. 
There were some especially 
happy events on die entertain­ 
ment side. There was, for in-1 
stance, that fine adaptation of 
the stage piay, “A Case of Li­ 
bel,” some absorbing original 
drama, including “The People * 
Next Door.” Vladimir Horowitz 
was presented in a glorious hour 
of music and we saw Barbra 
Streisand giving a concert in 
Central Park. There were many 
more. 
A slam-bang, fast-paced com­ 
edy hour made iis debut last 
January and soon ”Laugh-ln” 
had become the nation’s most 
popular weekly program. A situ­ 
ation comedy with two attrac­ 
tive Negro performers, Diahann 


Carroll and Marc Copage, made 
its debut in September and soon 
“Julia” was the season's most 
solid hit 
There was nothing particular­ 
ly memorable, sad to relate, 
about the bulk of the year’s reg­ 
ular entertainment shows, and, 
as always, some shows were 
dreadful. 
Perhaps the worst was the in­

Awards. 
What kind of a year has it 
been? A year when, for all the 
griping, controversy and fall­ 
out, the average television set 
was turned on for almost six 
hours a day.
